TERRELL E. ARNOLD TO SPEAK ON TERRORISM AT OCTOBER MEETING 


Mr. Terrell E. Arnold, an internationally 
recognized specialist on one of the toughest and 
most disturbing problems of our modern era — 
terrorism — is slated to address the October 
meeting of the Foggy Bottom Association. Mr. 
Arnold is co-author of Fighting Back: Winning 
the War Against Terrorism published in late 
1985. He is a consultant on terrorism and crisis 
management to the Department of State; he is 
associated with several private firms and non- 
profit organizations which are studying this 
20th Century phenomenon and its impact on 
contemporary life. Arnold is a sought-after 
commentator who appears frequently on Good 
Morning America and other television news 
and current events shows both here and abroad. 


Terrell E. Arnold has had wide experience in 
foreign affairs and diplomacy, having served in 
the Middle East, Latin America, and East Asia 
as an officer in the United States Foreign Serv- 
ice. Immediately prior to retirement from the 
Senior Foreign Service, Arnold was the prin- 
cipal Deputy Director of the State Department 
Office of Counterterrorism and Emergency 
Planning. He served abroad as the U.S. Deputy 
Chief of Mission in Colombo, Sri Lanka and as 
Consul General in Sao Paulo, Brazil, and as an 
economist and political analyst in Cairo and 
Calcutta. A graduate of the National War Col- 
lege, Arnold later served as Senior Foreign Af- 
fairs Advisor to the Commandant of the Na- 
tional War College and Chairman of the De- 


partment of International Studies. Born in 
Bluefield, West Virginia, Arnold was in the 
U.S. Navy during World War H and the 
Korean War. He is a graduate of Stanford 
University and earned a masters degree at San 
Jose State College in California. 

The October meeting of the Foggy Bottom

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BUS BAN UPHELD AGAINST RIVER INN 


On September 22, John E. Touchstone, Di- 
rector, Department of Public Works, issued an 
order upholding the bus ban against the River 
Inn, located at 924 25th Street, N.W. The 
order, which took éffect on October 3 upon 
publication in the District of Columbia Regis- 
ter, continues to prohibit bus traffic on 25th 
Street, N.W. from Virginia Avenue to K Street, 
26th Street from I Street to K Street, and I 
Street, N.W. from New Hampshire Avenue to 
26th Street at all times. 

The Director’s order cited a number of con- 
clusions of law, among the most important of 
which are: 


— “The tour buses which delivered guests 
directly to the River Inn constituted a public 
nuisance in that, among other things, they im- 
peded the orderly flow of traffic, they discharg- 
ed and picked up passengers from the middle of 
the street, they parked and traveled against the 
one way traffic restrictions on 25th Street, they 
parked illegally blocking alleys and private 
driveways, they idled their engines in excess of 
the time permitted by District regulations and 
thus subjected residents to increased noise and 
diesel engine emissions.” 

— “Prohibiting tour buses from entering the 
affected: streets is a reasonable means of eli-

minating the problems they cause by: a) lim- 


iting the number of interruptions to the flow of 
traffic caused by the buses; b) reducing the 
hazards to the safety of motorists and pedes- 
trians; c) reducing the incidence of violations of 
District of Columbia traffic regulations; and d) 
reducing the intrusion on the environment of 
the affected streets caused by the diesel engine 
noise and emissions.” 

— “The bus stands located at K Street and 
Virginia Avenues are located within a reason- 
able and safe walking distance of the streets 
designated . . . to exclude traffic by bus.” 

— “The River Inn’s proposed alternative 
plan to create a bus zone in front of 925 25th 
Street, is rejected as unworkable and as against 
the established traffic policies of the District of 
Columbia.” 

Addressing the River Inn’s argument that de- 
nial of access to its premises, a leasehold, 
amounted to taking of a property right in viola- 
tion of the Constitution, the order stated the 
contention “was baseless.” The order noted that 
“no evidence on the record supports the conclu- 
sion that the River Inn has suffered a substan-

Barring a court challenge, 
the Director’s order brings to 
an end a struggle which the 
community, led by the Ad- 
visory Neighborhood Commis- 
sion and the Foggy Bottom 
Association, has waged since 
1979. Yes, 1979! The first ef- 
fort was to persuade the 
District Government to do 
something about the problem. 
It did so on May 15, 1981 by is- 
suing the original order ban- 
ning buses. The second.-effort 
was to sustain that. order 
through court proceedings and 
an administrative hearing. 
That, too, has now been done. 
The remaining effort must be 
to ensure the order is actively 
enforced. Buses will mysteri- 
ously and unaccountably ap- 
pear at the River Inn. When 
they do, call the police.

ing each of the three masses. 
St. Stephen’s parish has a 
long tradition in Foggy Bot- 
tom, a history of. which is 
recorded in “St. Stephen Mar- 
tyr Church and the Community 
1867-1967” by Harold D. 
Langley. In his book, written in 
connection with the Centennial 
Celebration of St. Stephen 
Martyr Church in 1967, Mr. 
Langley traces the establish- 
ment and development of the 
parish, telling at the same time 
much of the history of the 
growing city of Washington. 
He describes the beginning of 
the parish with construction of 
the old church on land which 
was originally part of a planta- 
tion known as “Mexico,” an ir- 
regular tract of land made up 
of original patent lands from 
the colonial era and older 
tracts. He tells of the growth of 
the parish, its school, its parish 
and community activities, its 
neighborhood as it changed 


dramatically over the years 


. with the growth of the city, and 


finally, after 93 years, the need 
for a new church building, 
which is today’s St. Stephen’s. 

The early years of the new 
church were also the years of 
the presidency of John F. Ken- 
nedy, the first Roman Catholic 
president of the United States. 
During that time, the President 
and Mrs. Kennedy often at- 
tended services at St. Stephen’s. 
To commemorate this associa- 
tion with the parish, the 
Catholic War Veterans of the 
District of Columbia shortly 
after his death placed a me- 
morial plaque on the pew the 
President occupied when he at- 
tended mass.

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of ANC 2A and the FBA, and 
have continued to build a 
sound relationship with our 
Councilmember John Wilson. 
Finally, I have been instrumen- 
tal in making our City Admin- 
istration understand our prob- 
lems and have succeeded at 
times in guiding it to take 
measures and approaches to 
solve them. 

The following are the prin- 

. cipal cases I have dealt with as 
a Commissioner: 

a. Bus Ban. In 1985/86 I 
steered the process for the final 
prohibition of buses on speci- 
fied streets in Foggy Bottom in 
response to an April 1980 peti- 
tion by residents, ANC resolu- 
tions, voluminous other evi- 
dence and a seven-month pub- 
lic hearing in 1982. This case is 
an example of what we can do 
by persevering and by being 
united. The case is a national 
precedent, and the D.C. Gov- 
ernment has already used it to 
protect other residential neigh- 
borhoods in the District. 

b. Whitehurst Freeway 
(WHF). The outcome of the 
WHF study which began in 
1982 and resulted in an enor- 
mous involvement by FB resi- 
dents ignored the FB residential 
section of the Freeway but pro- 
posed spending large amounts 
of money for the west end of 
the Freeway to benefit com- 
muters, thus worsening the 
presently unacceptable traffic 
conditions in FB. I have fought 
to redress this inattention to 
our neighborhood’s interests 
and have been instrumental in 
having Mayor Barry meet with 
our representatives and appoint 
an East End Committee to de- 
sign ways to reduce the impact 
of the WHF on our neighbor- 
hood. If re-elected, it will be 
my major task to get results for 
FB through the Committee. 

c. Other Issues. The pre- 


vention, to. the maximum pos- 


sible extent, of non-residential 
development (e.g., medical of- 
fices, hotels) and of the en- 
croachment by GWU on our 
residential neighborhood have 
remained important subjects. 
However, I strongly feel that 
without revamping and tight- 
ening defective zoning regula-

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want improved city services, 
cleaner and safe streets, action 
to correct students’ noise and 
trash, “historic district” status 
for what remains of old Foggy 
Bottom, and good relations 
with G.W.U. Black believes the

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FBA Position on GWU Gampus Master Plan 


FBA President Robert C. 
Brewster testified October 22 
at the Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment’s second day of hearings 
on The George Washington 
University’s proposed Campus 
Master Plan. The FBA position 
stemmed from decisions taken 
at a special Executive Board 
Meeting on September 8. The 
statement follows: 


My name is Robert C. Brew- 
ster. I am President of The 
Foggy Bottom Association, 
and we welcome this opportu- 
nity to state’ our views on the 
proposed George Washington 
University Campus Master 
Plan. 

Let me first make a comment 
about the process which led to 
the plan which we are discuss- 
ing today. At the initiative of 
the Office of Planning, the 
University last November be- 
gan holding meetings to discuss 
its developing proposals for its 
new campus plan with repre- 
sentatives of the community 
and the District of Columbia. 
Initially with difficulty but 
later with more ease, the Uni- 
versity, the Office of Planning, 
the ANC2A, and the Foggy 
Bottom Association found it 
possible to discuss openly and 
largely without rancor the 
problems of reconciling the 
needs of the University and 
those of the community. We 
did not and do not agree on all 
or indeed many issues. But the 
fact that we were able to move 
the process along as we did is 
due in no small part to the in- 
itiative and effort of the Office 
of Planning and a new respon- 
siveness on the part of the Uni- 
versity. I, for one, want to ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the 


contributions of both- 

Let me turn now to our main 
concerns with regard to the 
proposed plan. 

Proposed Campus Bounda- 
ries. Three deletions should be 
made from the proposed cam- 
pus plan boundaries. Square 43 
should be excluded because it is 
on the edge of the campus; 
GWU owns only 21% of the 
total land within the square; 
the Univesrity has not desig- 
nated this as a priority area for 
development; and — most im- 
portantly — its deletion is re- 
quired to protect and preserve 
the neighborhood, a pre-emi- 
nent goal of the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. That portion -of 
Square 121 which includes The 
Concordia United Church of 
Christ, a landmark building, 
should also be deleted. Final- 
ly, the presence of St. Mary’s 
Church, also a landmark build- 
ing, within the campus boun- 
daries, strongly suggests that it, 
too, ought to be deleted. 

Use of Investment Frontage. 
We oppose the proposed con- 


tinued use of the investment . 


frontage properties. These 
should be devoted to academic 
uses, as foreseen in the 1970 
plan. We do not. accept the ar- 
gument that the income is re- 


quired to “offset” further in-, 
creases in tuition. The 2.8% of 


the University’s income which 
the rents from these properties 
produce would be offset by the 
absence of the need to finance 
further construction for aca- 
demic buildings. But however 
the Board decides this issue, it 
should completely prohibit new 
construction or the use of any 
existing building within the 
campus boundaries for com- 
mercial purposes.

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Street Closings. The FBA in 
principle opposes street closings 
such as those proposed by the 
Plan. Closings deprive resi- 
dents of parking and further 
increase and aggravate traffic 
on the remaining streets. Two 
of the proposed closings — 
those on the 2000 and 2100 
blocks of G Street — should be 
entirely removed from the Plan 
because of the significant 
amount of privately owned 
property in Squares 80 and 
103. We are, however, pre- 
pared to consider each pro- 
posal on its individual merits if 
the application contains full 
data, including those relating 
to the provision of compensa- 


‘tory parking by the University 


at cost for residents. 


Pedestrian Bridges. The five 
proposed pedestrian bridges 
should be deleted from the 
Plan entirely. The concept is in- 
consistent with the Compre- 
hensive Plan; the bridges would 
obstruct the natural vistas 
which are an essential feature 
of the L’Enfant Plan; the large 
investment required would be 
uneconomic and could be bet- 
ter used for other purposes; 
and they would leave the resi- 
dents of the community to dart 
and dodge through the on- 
rushing traffic while GWU 
staff and students saunter safe- 
ly overhead. If the University 
wants to do something 
constructive on traffic both for 
itself and the community, we 
suggest it ask for traffic lights 
to be installed.on 22nd Street to 
slow the rush of commuter 
traffic. That would permit. stu- 
dents and residents alike to 
cross this street in something 
approaching relative safety.

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Omission of Necessary In- 
formation. Given the wealth of 
information presented in the 
Plan, there is still a decided 
lack of important specific de- 
tails. The omissions fall into 
two categories: building prior- 
ities and the satellite campus. 

We have continually pressed 
the University to be more spe- 
cific about its building prior- 
ities. It has declined to tell us 
what it should like to build 


. where and when if funding 


were available. It has repeated- 
ly cited the vagaries of funding, 
the difficulty of designing a 
building without knowing the 
site, the problem of identifying 
a site if private owners do not 
want to sell, etc., etc. This 
despite the relucant admission 
by the University’s Vice Presi- 
dent, responding on September 
10 to a Board Member’s ques- 
tion, that the fact that the 
University had listed ten build- 
ings it had wanted to build in 
its 1970 Plan had not hindered 
its getting approval for them. 
We find these arguments 
about why the University can- 
not be more specific about its 
building plans unconvincing. 
GWU’s Commission for the 
Year 2000 has completed its re- 
port and it has been accepted. 
It establishes priorities which 
should go far to change what 
some academic colleagues have 
occasionally seen as a collec- 
tion of colliding, competing 
colleges, and what the com- 
munity has often perceived as a 
thinly-disguised «real estate 
conglomerate, into an institu- 
tion devoted to and striving for 
excellence in certain chosen 
fields. The University has set its 
goals and has the means to car- 
ry them out. If it does not now 
know where it would like to 
build and in what order of

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priority when and if the funds 
and sites are available, it is 
either not being completely 
candid or not fully discharging 
its management _responsibili- 
ties. 

The Plan contains no infor- 
mation whatsoever on the pro- 
posed satellite campus in Vir- 
ginia. The fact of this campus 
and its operation as an integral 
part of the University will 
clearly impact on plans for the 
Foggy Bottom campus. 

We ask that the Board re- 
quire specific information on 
both specific building priorities 
and the satellite campus be in- 
corporated in the Plan. 


Off-Campus Uses. The Uni- 
versity now leases over 220,000 
gross square feet of floor 
space, most of which is beyond 
the boundaries of the campus. 

| We believe that the University 

| should be required to lease off- 
campus space only in commer- 
cial zones and for short term, 
interim uses only. The terms 
“short term” and “interim” 
should be defined to mean a 
precise and restricted period, 
such as two or three years. 

To conclude, the problems 
which I have discussed are the 
primary concerns of the Foggy 
Bottom Association and its 
members. Other proposed 
changes or amendments to the 
Plan have been proposed by 
the Office of Planning and 
ANC2A. These deserve the 
careful consideration of the 
Board. With these changes, we 
ae prepared to recommend the 
Board approve the Plan. We 
are confident that an amended, 
improved campus plan will 
benefit not only the University 
and the Foggy Bottom/West 
End community but the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as well.
